data format, wherein said MNG file comprises a header portion, a graphics file, and an end 
portion, and wherein said graphics file comprises a graphics header, image data, and a graphics 
end portion; and 

recording said MNG file on said recording medium. 

92. (New) The method of claim 9 1 , fiirther comprising: 
reproducing said image data of said graphics file as an animation associated with an 

audio/video (A/V) data stream. 

93. (New) The method of claim 92, further comprising: 

receiving a trigger signal generated responsive to user interaction to initiate said reprod 
ucing of said image data. 

94. (New) The method of claim 91 , wherein said graphics file fiirther 
comprises at least one of a physical pixel size information, standard RGB information, gamma 
information, chromaticity information, palette information, and transparency information. 

95 . (New) The method of claim 9 1 , wherein said 

media network graphic (MNG) file further comprises at least one of global palette information, 
global transparency information, termination action information, background information, and fl- 
ame definition information. 
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96. (New) The method of claim 9 1 , wherein said graphics file further compris 
es control data for controlling playback of said image data of said graphics file. 

97. (New) The method of claim 9 1 , wherein said image data of said graphics 
file comprises animation data. 

98. (New) The method of claim 91 , wherein said recording medium is an 
interactive digital versatile disk (I-DVD). 

99. (New) The method of claim 91, wherein said graphics file comprises a 
portable network graphics (PNG) file. 

100. (New) A method for providing image data and an associated audio/video 
(AA^) data stream, comprising: 

receiving a markup file and a picture data file comprising a multimedia network graphic 
(MNG) file in chunk data format, wherein said MNG file comprises a header portion, a graphics 
file, and an end portion, and wherein said graphics file comprises a graphics header, image data, 
and a graphics end portion; and 

transmitting said image data along with an associated A/V data stream to an A/V 
rendering device. 

101 . (New) The method of claim 100, wherein said image data comprises an 
animation associated with said audio/video (A/V) data stream. 

102. (New) The method of claim 100, further comprising: ^ 
reproducing said image data as an animation associated with said audio/video (A/V) 

data stream. 

1 03 . (New) The method of claim 1 00, further comprising: 
reproducing said image data at said audio/video (A/V) rendering device. 
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104. (New) The method of claim 100, further comprising: 
extracting said image data from said graphics file. 

105. (New) The method of claim 100, further comprising: 
receiving a trigger signal generated responsive to user interaction to initiate said 

receiving of said markup file and said picture data file. 

106. (New) The method of claim 100, wherein said graphics file fiirther 
comprises at least one of a physical pixel size information, standard RGB information, gamma 
information, chromaticity information, palette information, and transparency information. 

107. (New) The method of claim 100, wherein said 

media network graphic (MNG) file fixrther comprises at least one of global palette information, 
global transparency information, termination action information, background information, and fr 
ame definition information. 

108. (New) The method of claim 100, wherein said graphics file fiirther compri 
ses control data for controlling playback of said image data of said graphics file. 

1 09. (New) The method of claim 1 00, wherein said image data of said 
graphics file comprises animation data. 

1 10. (New) The method of claim 100, further comprising: 

receiving said markup file and said picture data file from an interactive digital versatile 
disk (I-DVD). 

111. (New) The method of claim 100, wherein said graphics file comprises a 
portable network graphics (PNG) file. 
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112. (New) A recording medium, comprising: 

audio/video (AA^^) data; and 

a picture data file associated with said A/V data, said picture data file comprising a 
multimedia network graphic (MNG) file in chunk data format, wherein said MNG file comprises 
a header portion, a graphics file, and an end portion, and wherein said graphics file comprises a 
graphics header, image data, and a graphics end portion. 

113. (New) The recording medium of claim 112, wherein said image data 
comprises an animation associated with said audio/video (A/V) data. 

1 14. (New) The recording medium of claim 1 12, wherein said graphics file 
further comprises at least one of a physical pixel size information, standard RGB information, 
gamma information, chromaticity information, palette information, and transparency information. 

115. (New) The recording medium of claim 112, wherein said 

media network graphic (MNG) file fiirther comprises at least one of global palette information, 
global transparency information, termination action information, background information, and fi: 
ame definition information. 

1 16. (New) The recording medium of claim 1 12, wherein said graphics file fur 
ther comprises control data for controlling playback of said image data of said graphics file. 

1 1 7. (New) The recording medium of claim 1 12, wherein said image data of sa 
id graphics file comprises animation data. 

118. (New) The recording medium of claim 1 1 2, wherein said recording 
medium comprises an interactive digital versatile disk (I-DVD). 

1 19. (New) The recording medium of claim 1 12, wherein said graphics file 
comprises a portable network graphics (PNG) file. 
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
